SCHOOL REPORT. 


District No. 1, 

Summer term—Miss Lizzie K. Hall, teacher. An unusual 
amount of sickness in this district prevented the school in the 
summer term from accomplishing what it otherwise would have 
done. Nearly every family was afflicted in some degree, in many 
of which disease proved fatal. From this cause the school was 
closed for three or four weeks and the average attendance was 
only 24 during the term and at the close but 19 appeared for ex- 
amination. Many of those who did report for duty had not been 
very constant, but considering the drawbacks they are certainly 
to be recommended for their good improvement, 

The teacher deserves much credit for the faithfulness with 
which she instructed the few pupils under her care. 

Hattie E. Hardy, was perfect in attendance. ' 

Winter term—Mr. Henry J. McMurphy, teacher. The Winter 
school is now in session and will continue some three weeks after 
the examination. The teacher has been vigorous and active in 
his duties, systematic in his arrangements, and thorough in his 
instructions. 

The various classes had advanced but comparatively a short 
distance in their text-books, but they were taught to regard a 
thorough knowledge as of more importance than a superficial 
smattering, Their recitations proved that such teaching has its 
reward. 


Writing books were abundant in number and in excellent con- 
dition. 

Louder and clearer voices would have given those present a

It is per- 
haps needless to say that the regrets of the Committee could not 
be exceeded by the disappointment of the teacher or others inter- 
ested, that the summer term should have closed without an exam- 
ination, from inability of the Committee to be present. But from 
the well known qualifications of Miss Morrison, the intelligence of 
a large portion of the pupils, the large average attendance, and 
the increased number of visitors repor ted by the teacher, it does 
not require many assurances from those members of the district 
who were present at the close, to convince the committee of the 
excellence of the school, or the popularity and merits of the teach- 
er; 

The mounted outline maps which now ornament the beautiful 
school room were purchased during this term.

Luella A. Campbell, Ella F. Gage, Henrietta L. Peabody, Sarah 
G. Wallace, Mary E. Wallace, Eugene L. Campbell, John A. 
Gutt erie, George McAllister, Charles McAllister, and George F. 
Tenney were neither absent nor tar dy, 

Twenty were absent but not tardy during the term, and two 
whose names are preserved in the Register, were absent three 
days only on account of sickness. 

Winter term—Mr. Joseph R. Clark, teacher. The Winter 
school also came to an end without an examination. Judging 
however from the past success of the teacher in the same school, 
and having the same external evidences of prosperity mentioned 
in the, summer, it is fair to conclude that this term was equally 
useful and satisfactory. 

The following are reported as perfect in attendance :—Mary J. 
Anderson, Martha J. Boyd, Charles McAllister, EKugine L. Camp- 
bell. 


District No. 3 

Summer term—Miss Dorcas C. Morrison, teacher. At both 
visits of the Committee it was evident beyond a doubt that the 
teacher had succeeded in securing the love of her pupils to such a 
degree that the effort required on her part to preserve order was 
very slight. 

The scholars had not gone a remarkable distance in their text- 
books but what they had studied and recited they knew. 

The teacher deserves much commendation for insisting on a 
thorough familiarity of each scholar with the lesson to be recited, 
and the scholars also for their cheerful assent to all necessary 
requirements. 

What could be more favorable evidence of a good school than 
the fact that 17 of the 29 were perfect in attendance: The follow- 
ing are the seventeen: EmmaF. Boyd, Nellie F. Boyd, Emma 
M. Boyd, Jennie Holmes, Mary E. Marshall, Mary H. Randall, 
Arianna M. Sculley, Paoline O. Scully, Mary A. Whittemore, 
Charles R. Boyd, Lorenzo B. Boyd, Frank Bb. Esty, Christopher 
Holmes, George O. Morrison, Willie H. Gregg, George V. Gregg. 

Winter term—Mr. Martin K. Cristy, teacher. The winter term 
was of very short duration, only about seven weeks. Very much 
could not be expected. The teacher labored most diligently to 
make himself agreeable and useful, but, being inexperienced as 
he was as an instructor, it required a heavy draft on his adminis- 
trative abilities to control a school composed in part, especially in 
the winter, of boys and girls bent on mischief. ‘The classes in 
Geography and some others should be noticed for their prompt 
answers and good progress, but the proficiency of those in Writ- 
ten Arithmetic is more doubtful. The mysterious disappearance 
of half a pound of chalk from the desk during the intermission, 
afforded ground for suspicion that the act was committed to shield 
the perpetrator from exposed ignorance! 
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The school room is one of the most pleasant in town, but, like 
some others, needs some fine mounted outline maps like those in 
No. 2 to make it still more attractive and useful to those who are 
expected to seek instruction within its walls. 


District No. 4. 

Summer term—Miss Annie M, Goodwin, teacher. The sudden 
death of a sister of the teacher caused a suspension of the summer 
school very near the time set apart for the close of the term, and 
for reasons entirely unconnected with the school the teacher did 
not subsequently resume her charge. Consequently there was 
no examination, but reports of the worth and profit of the school 
of the most gratifying character have met the ear of the Commit- 
tee, and it is believed an examination would have only heightened 
our regard for the value and efficiency of Miss Good win’s services. 

Hattie J. Burbank, Clara N. Boyd, Luella J. W. Twiss, Charles 
W. Boyd, and Willis P. Burbank were not tardy or absent. 

Winter term—Miss Elisabeth Morrison, teacher—At the exami- 
nation of the school a week before its close it was noticed as a 
favorable indication, that 39 of the whole number of 44 were 
present. Their parts were generally well performed. With this 
number of scholars and the usual number of spectators on exami- 
nation days, the room is most uncomfortably cramped and crowd- 
ed. Visitors are obliged to take the places assigned to scholars 
and by the crowd the latter are disconcerted and not unfrequently 
prevented from using the blackboards and maps. 

It is hoped that. this state of things may be soon remedied by 
enlarging if possible the house. 

It is thought that especial attention had been given to the less 
advanced portion of the school. The class in the second Reader 
with others of that age were especially promising as were those 
in the third Reader. The first in Grammar was a most intelligent 
and improving class. ‘There are few schools where more encour- 
agement is given a teacher to work than in. District No 4. 

Williette L. Bagley, Hattie J. Burbank, Estelle A. Follansbee, 
Mary A. Follansbee, Charles L. Boles, Charles W. Boyd, James 
Kk. Dodge and Enville L. March were perfect in attendance. Two 
others were absent only one day from sickness—names in the 
Register. 





District No. 5. ‘ 

The Committee in this district exercised good judgement and 
met the views of his constituents in employing the same teacher, 
Miss Julia A. Bixbee, for both terms, ‘There was norisk in Gone 
so for her qualities were well known. 

The motto of the school is ‘‘onward” and it now stands aigher 
than it has before for years. 

It is a fact that speaks well for the taste of the scholars, that, 
at the examination about half the whole number present. were 
well commenced and steadily advancing in English Grammar. 
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No branch however, had been neglected. Excellent classes were 
heard in Colburn’s Arithmetic and other branches. Reading was 
such as to meet the praise of the Committee as well as of the very 
large and inteligent company of citizens present. 

Writing was at a premium. 

Abby M. Kendall, Francella Kendall and George H. Mantor in 
the Summer and Abby F. Greeley, Abby M. Kendall, Angie G. 
Page and Lenora A. Perno in winter were perfect in attendance. 


District No. 6. 

Summer term—Miss Mary J. Smith, teacher. The summer 
term in this district also came to an unexpected and premature 
close by reason of illness on the part of the teacher. To faithful 
teachers such a close is deemed unfortunate. Miss S. very perti- 
nently and truthfully remarks in her Register: ‘It is rather un- 
satisfactory that our proficiency cannot be reported with the rest 
of the schools, but we have the consoling thought that, ‘‘not being 
reported does not lessen the knowledge gained.” Certainly not, and the 
teacher’s services were none the less appreciated by the district. 

The following item in the Register is cheering: ‘Of the six 
boys, not one has been tardy and of the eight girls only three, and 
Etta M. Young has been neither absent or tardy.” 

A set of new Outline Maps appear on the walls of the school 
room much to the credit of the enterprising Committee. 

The Winter term taught by Miss Lizzie A. Huse, wasa complete 
success. Miss H. besides being an accomplished scholar has a 
marked aculty for devel(ping a thirst for knowledge in the 
yonng. 

The school though small and once decidedly backward, now 
takes a high rank. We had not been fortunate enough to find 
the school, where a fifth part of all the scholars, and those under 
twelve years of age, had not only gone through Colburn’s Arithme- 
tic but could understand, answer, explain clearly every example in that 
excellent book, until we examined the school in district No. 6. 
Other classes were perhaps equally worthy. All were good. 

The teacher, in her Register, pays a high complement to the 
obedience and good conduct of her scholars. 

Ella L. Mullins, Ida J. Mullins, and Horace C. Boyce were 
neither absent or tardy in the winter. 


District No. 7. 

Summer term—Miss Laura A. Floyd, teacher. Miss Floyd dis- 
ciplined thoroughly and was at the same time universally success- 
ful in gaining the confidence and respect of her pupils. Her 
teaching was characterized by good sense, sympathy for the schol- 
ars, and a just appreciation of their wants. ‘The scholars were 
dutiful and obedient. The whole affair was successful. The 
scholars had reviewed their studies properly and at the examina- 
tion they were all there and ready to manifest it. 

If the Winter terms were half as successful as the Summer we 
should think the school progressive. 
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May Boyce, Clara L. Flanders, Laura E. Rowell, Winslow M. 
Annis, Harry A. Annis, Fremont Chase, Orren P. Currier, Frank 
Flanders and George Pettingill were neither absent or tardy. 

Winter term—Mr. H. M. George, teacher. It was confidently 
hoped that with the judicious and successful training of the school 
during the summer term, and the unsparing efforts of the pruden- 
tial Committee, it might be as happily taught and as favorably 
reported in the Winter, but the fond hope was thoroughly blas- 
ted. 

The school commenced with nearly 40 scholars. It seemed at 
first to possess the elements of a healthy life, but it soon sickened, 
lingered, then finally mortified and died out a mere skeleton—on- 
ly four scholars and the teacher being left to tell the tale of its 
final exit? 

As the Committee stepped in at the school room door, in obedi- 
ence to a very proper notice from the Committee, on what might 
be well called the last day, expecting to see a real, livinoa school, 
and found the above mentioned four brave boys and girls with 
their teacher faithfully watching over the remains of the departed. 
He thaught of the solemn exclamation ‘‘what shadows we are and 
what shadows we pursue.” 

“What can the matter be?” The teacher attributes the cause of 
this premature disease, partly, to some cases of sickness in the 
district, and partly, to the refusal of the parents to cooperate 
with him to save the life of the school, while the parents in turn 
(mostly, not all) lay the whole blame on the shoulders of the 
teacher. Now, it is possible and quite probable there is blame 
on both sides. It is amost singular fact that for the last three 
years, while the Summer schools have been more than ordinarily 
successful, each corresponding winter term has been a complete 
and total failure. This, no person will pretend to deny. Is it 
safe to cast allthe blame of this upon the teachers and in the 
presence of the scholars, thereby giving them virtually encourage- 
ment to insubordination, idleness, and desertion? Has it not 
been done, and has it not contributed in some measure to the 
failure of the schools? 

How many times does the scholar need to be told that the teach- 
er is unreasonable, arbitrary, or ‘‘green” as the case may be, be- 
fore he believes it, and upon the merest pretext will himself as- 
sume to be master, or failing in that, will leave the school ? 

Parents of Dist. No. 7. your school money for three winters 
past has been simply wasted. Somebody is responsible. Settle 
that matter amongst yourselves, but see to it in the future, that 
your children do not starve intellectually, while ‘‘there is bread 
enough and to spare.” 


District No. 8. 


The summer School was highly prosperous under the manage- 
ment of Miss Mary J. Reid, who has had a large share of success- 
ful experience. The school commenced with the largest number

of any in town and retained them mainly to the close. It will be 
noticed that the whole number reported is 74, average 67 or eight 
ninths of the whole number. Such an average as this is sufficient 
proof of the strong interest manifested by the pupils in the school 
and the consequent good improvement: 

Reported as neither absent nor tardy :—Celestia Blodgett (since 
died) Izie Etta Blodgett, Mary, Barker, Sarah E. Barker, Clara 
Chase, Norce Chase, Julia Chase, Ida Chase, Jane Boyce, Nettie 
Boyce, Lucy Perkins Hannah Morse. 

A list of ten who had not whispered is carefully retained in the 

Register. : 
Winter term—Mr. George W. Dickey, teacher. This is one of 
those schools examined two or three weeks before its expected 
close. The classes in Geography had gone through their respec- 
tive books and reviewed, and we shall be obliged to go out of 
town to find any more advanced. Two classesin Grammar de- 
serve notice for the very intelligent manner in which they made a 
practical application of the rules in parsing. The reading of the 
. first class was of a high order and in clear strong tones which ad- 
ded much to its effect. The method practiced by this class of 
writing their spellings is highly approved and should be followed 
in the winter term by all teachers. 

If exact order had been added to the very excellent recitations, 
the occasion would have been one of more interest. 

The following reported for duty every day in season! Clara J. 
Barker, Ella F. Benson, Susan KE. Hamblet, Lucy W. Perkins, 
Mary E. Perkins, Eddie P. Annis, Oren T’. Clark Charles O. Ben- 
son. 


District No. 9, 

Summer term—Miss Ruth Maria E. Blodgett, teacher. The 
teacher was inexperienced and although ever able and ready to 
impart instruction, she was troubled to maintain the order and 
system consistent with the highest success, Perhaps that ancient 
institution recommended by the wise man was used too sparingly. 

The teacheraimed steadily at the best interests of the school and 
most of the classes were further along at the end than they were at 
the begining. 

Having a taste for penmanship she had interested herself in 
that much neglected branch,attended with good results with a few 
beginners, Maria J. Mcgregor, and Sarah J. Orrel were neither 
absent nor tardy. 

Winter term—Mr. Daniel G. Annis,teacher. Mr. Annis,ooverns 
in a mild way but his manners are such that it is easily understood 
who is ‘‘master.” 

He had made it a strict rule to permit no scholar to run over 
and slight his work, the result as might be expected, was that 
few classes had seen the ‘‘backside” of their text-books while the 
knowledge gained was more substantial and abidino than in 
many schools where the winter’s work was more showy. 
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W. Roswell Annis, William D. Hardy, Rosilla Annis, Fanny A. 
Richardson, were neither absent nor tardy. 


District No. 10. (No. 3 Derry.) 


We find that two terms were taught here by Miss Nancy R. 
Ballou of ten and twelve weeks respectively. In the summer but 
two scholars are reported and in the winter four. Harry F. Mc- 
Gregor was perfect in attendance during both terms. 


District No, 11. 

This school was in charge of Miss Clara A. Chase, throughout 
the year. 

It was her first experience but her services proved. acceptable to 
the district and it is believed her best energies were given for the 
interests of the school. 

All went on smoothly, nothing remarkable being observed to 
change its general character until the close of the winter term 
when it was noticed that an impulse had been given, raising it 
nearly to a level of the average of schools in town. 

Etta F. Annis and Daniel W. Kimball in the Summer, Frank H. 
Watts in the winter, and Susie F. Annis, Effie M. Annis, Sarah J. 
Kimball and Charles D. Kimball in both terms were perfect in at- 
tendance. 


GENERAL REMARKS, 


In making a general report of the schools for 1863, it is gratify- 
ing evidence of progress that although there has not in all cases 
been so much harmony of feeling and blending of interests be- 
tween those whose prerogative it is to rule, and others who are in 
duty bound to obey as might be desirable, yet there has been no 
open outbreak, no malicious insubordination or grievance of suf- 
ficient importance to demand the presence of the committee.— 
‘Teachers have been nearly all of the working kind, it is a noticable 
fact that with two or three exceptions the order and proper deport - 
ment of the schools has in the knowledge of the Committee 
never been surpassed. 

That ancient institution, the rod, was never more prudently or 
judiciously used. We would not have boys and girls, especially 
the younger ones kept on their hard seats like stocks or stones, 
nor would we have any scholar kept in the inside of the school- 
room all day as a punishment for some offence, neither would we 
have them bend their puny backs with their fingers fastened im- 
movably on cracks in the floor, or knots, or heads of nails, nor to 
hold out heavy books, or rulers, or even the naked hand, to atone 
for some past crime. Every principle of a beneficent nature revolts 
at such punishment. But the day of proper chastisement is by 
no means past—those of a firm and decided nature, stern and even 
severe if need be, sufficient to curb the unruly and malicious; and 
restrain the waywardness of the simply mischievous. There has 
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been umyaestionably a radi¢al’reform in the different methods 
used. The time is not distant in the past when teachers taxed 
their ingennity to'devise some simple means of inflicting torture, 
or a sense of the greatest shame that a scholar coull well endure 
without much regurd to the dictates of nature, modesty or its cer- 
tain effects on the ch:.racter and disposition of the victim. Such a 
custom is hupily nearly obsolete and finds few friends giving way 
to those more humane and sensible. ‘The result is seen in the in- 
creased seli-respect of the pupil inclining him to love and obey 
rather than to irritate, hurrass and proveke the teacher. 

‘Text-booxs.—For the last eight years the schools throughout 
tre town have had nearly a perfect uniformity of text-books.— 
Those now in use are as tollows: 

The Bible, Sargents series of Readers ist to the ¢th inclusive, 
Coiton & Fitches series of Geographies, Adams’s, Colburn’s and 
Emersons’ Arithmetics, Well’s Grammar, Tower's Elements and 
Worcesters Speller. The Readers and Towers Elements were in- 
troduced in 1455, the Geographies and Spellers in 1858, while the 
Arithimetics and Well’s Grammer have been used tor nearly or 
quite twenty years. Certainly no complaint can be made of fre- 
quent changes. 

But it is a question if the time has not arrived when some of the 
above mentioned should not be replaced by those of more recent 
date, containing many changes and improvements suited to the 
times, and the wants of the rising generation. ‘The matter is com- 
mended to the favorable notice or the town and the early consid- 
eration of a future committee. 

There are now but three school roonis in town destitute of a full 
set of Outline maps (No. 3 No. 5 and No. 9) two sets having been 
purchased during the past year. 

The error of very kindly helping out the pupil when he is oblig- 
ed to hesitate in pronouncing a moderately hard word, or in an- 
swering a question in any branch of study, is so prevalent as to 
require notice. ‘The scholar sometimes reqiire: a-sistance and it 
should be granted most pleasantly and cheerfully, but, to utter for 
him every word except those that require no sort of exertion, 
crowding him along before he has the slightest time to examine the 
path, is a very great mistake, tending to discourage the ambitious 
and active, and indulge the indifferent and lizy. Nothing is more 
clear than each scholar should be taught to rely as fur as possible 
on his own resources. He should be made sensible that he is not 
amere machine to be worked and impelled by other powers than 
his own; nor a parrot to mimic, nor a servant to simply utter the 
words and thoughts of another, but a mean with’iae capacities, 
powers, and instincts of aman, and under obligatioas to use, devel- 
ope and profit by them. 

We suggest to districts the propriety and obvious advantage of 
having their winter schools commence earlier in fe season than 
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has been the case during the winter past. There are in session at 
the present time of writing, four of the largest schools in town two 
of which will not close until after the Report will have gone to 
press while two will close during the very last days previous.— 
Most teachers who are not ashamed of their work are anxious for 
an examination and it is generally conceded that the time spent 
subsequently is not the most profitable. 

In taking a retrospective view of the past fourteen years, during 
which time with the exception of two years the present committee 
has been connected wi-.h the schools of the town. it is gratifying 
to call up trom the memory some of these incidents and circum- 
stances that convince us that the cause of education is deeply root- 
ed in the hearts of the people, and sooner or later, perhaps too 
slowly and cautiously, will develope itself in real acts which ad- 
vance its interests and impel it forward against all that may op- 
pose its progress. Among these evidences we are reminded of the 
liberality with which our school-houses have been built, repaired 
and furnished, about five thousand dollars having been expended, 
in rebuilding and repairing, where before were those antique 
relics suitable only to demonstrate that they had far out lived their 
day and gener: ation. ‘The maps and black boards which are seen 
in nearly all school rooms,the increased discipline of the schools,the 
gr eatly improv.d methods of teaching and the multiplied nnmber 
of interested Visitors, all assure us that our people are not ignor- 
ant of the invaluable worth of the elements of summer learning to 
the mass which ¢:n only be obtained through the advantage of the 
Common Schools. And it would be strange were it otherwise. 
By a terrible experience we are learning as we have never learned 
before the danger of a besotted ignorance amongst the masses of 
the peop’e as existing in the disloyal portion of our country; that 
very ignorance permitting its victims to be deceived and urged on 
to acts of treason by reckless and rebellious leaders. Does not 
the voice of a strug gling imperilled country, the memories of a 
bioodstained flag , the cry of fathers, brothers and sons whose liyes 
have been so freely sacrificed for our liberties and our homes, call 
to us in tones not to be misunderstood, misinterpreted nor ev aded, 
to guard with no coinmon eure. to watch with no common vigi- 
lance, and to nourish with the all attachment our nature inherits, 
that institution which was conceived by our fathers amid darkness 
and doubt, brought forth with great expense and sacrifice, but 
which has prove: litselfa fountain of light and equal in worth to 
all the costs incident to its conception and growth ? 

In closing this report { bey leave to express a sense of gratitude 
to che citizeas of Londonderr y,for the assist: wnee so kin lly render- 
ed duvine the few years in which I hive enileavoreil to discharge 
tne daties of School Com nines In every district and school and 
anonz all parties fhave mes wit) frienIship and cordiality, all 


thse little perolexities and a als ingident to the unavoidable per- 
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formance of duty, wherein parties were aggrieved have been as- 
sentially alleviated by the sustaining influence of friends around 


me. 





Hoping that one more competant, efficient and apt to please may 
fill the oftice, [hereby respecttullv decline a re-election.
